House rejects Craig’s ^gift’ to mine 
industiy, calls for new moratorium

WASHINGTON - Mining interests were 
hit with a setback Friday when the House 
sent a message to lawmakers who produced 
the finol S12.1 billion Interior OeDortmeot 
spending package that it would not, , be 
passed until a mining moratorium 
restored. 

Pushed mainly by Western Republicans, 
a House and Senate conference panel 
stripped the moratorium a little more that a 
we«K ago. But its supponers and opposition 
a^o it’s probably only a temporary loss 
for pro-mining forces. 

Ninety-one Republicans, a combination 
of fiscal conservatives and cnvironmcntal- 
ly-conscious lawmakers, in the House 
Fridoy backed up the Democrats led by 
Rep. George Miller, D-Calif., to send the 
measure back to negotiations. 

“It would have been a huge gift to the 
mining industry," Mlller said. "But this 
vote shows the emergence of a bipartisan 
coalition to stop much of the corporate wel- 
fare in the management of the notion’s 
resources." 

• The moratorium was passed last year to 
stave ofTnew mining claims until CongrMS 
could revamp the 1872 mining law, which 
allows mining companies to take, title to 


■ public land for no more 
than S3 on ocre: House 
Democrats and Senate 
Republicans spent most 
of the 1 03rd Congress 
dueling over the 
specifics and the two 
sides were gearing up for 
another fight this 
•Congress. 

In place of a moratori- 
uni, the Interior appro- 
priations bill would 
allow mining patents, but mining compa- 
nies would have to pay fair market value 
for the surface of the public land - only 
boosting costs for prospectors to about $50 
on acre ond losing billions in revenue for 
the federal Treasury for gold, silver ond 
copper taken from public land. Democrats 

The Mineral Policy Center, which is on 
environmental group, reports that 233 
patent applications worth more thon 515.5 
billion in minerals arc currently stalled by 
the moratorium - ond another 332.701 min- 
ing claims stoked on. public land would be 
processed.

A 
s..8pojtcsmon for Sen. Conrad Burns, R- 
Mdni., who serves on the conference com- 
mittee, soid the senator remoins opposed to 
a moratorium because passage of the Craig 
mining bill is net certain. 

Marty Hoyden, a lobbyist with the Sierra 
Club Legal Defense Fund, said he believes 
the vote to send the Interior package back 
to conference would be only a temporary 
victory; it could have lusting impacts on 
what the final mining reform bill looks like. 

"The Senate blinks ond gives in to the 
House on the moratorium ond then they 
turn to miners and say *we’ll take care oT 
you in the reconciliation bill,"’ Hoyden 
soid. "But from whot wc saw today. I don’t 
think this fiscally conservative House will 
pass a reconciliation package that contains 
a mining bill that just charges for surface 
value and not mineral value." 

According to the reconciliation proposal, 
the mining royalty would generate SI2 mil- 
lion dollars over seven years.

Payroll withholding drops; 
revenue picture 


BOISE (AP) — the state’s dete- 
riorating revenue picture took a 
serious turn in AuguA when payroll 
withholding' tax collections unex- 
pec^iy plimged, the Ban adlnints- 
tration said on Friday. 

Payroll withholding, a key indica- 
tor' of (he economy’s underlying 
strength, was .10.5 percent lower 
last mon^ than it was a year earlier, 
and that decline accounted almost 
completely for state true collections 
dropping S5.5 million below the 
bmehmoA after just two months of 
the current budget year. 

It was the first time since May 
1988, wbeo-the state was'JBst begin- 
ning its economic renaissance, that 
payroll withholding collections for 
a month fell short of those the pre- 
vious year. Withholding accounts 
for a major portion of personal 
iacome tax collections, which make 
up atoost bdf of all slate revenues 
each year.

Another scarch for animals, with the 
aid of a helicopter with heat-sensing 
equipment, was launched Friday.

Frazier stays constant 
for 4-0 Comhuskers 


LINCOLN, Neb. (AP) - Through 
the suspension of a Heisman Trophy 
contender and injuries to toilbocks • 
and linebackers, No. 2 Nebraska's 
quiet-constant has been senior quar- 
terback Tommie Frazier. 

Frazier is 25-3 as a starter 'and he 
will start again Saturday when Ne- 
braska (4-0) plays host to Washing- 
ton State (2-1). 'The Cougars allow 
69.7 rushing yards per gome, fourth 
stingiest in the country. 

“They’re good." Frazier soid of 
the Cougar defense. “They're ag- 
gressive and they key on the rushing 
game. We’II just hove to do what 
we're capable of doing.” 

So far so good. The Comhuskers 
lead the nation in scoring (60 points 
per game), rushing yards (507 per 
game) and total offense (688.5 yards 
per game). The overage margin of 
victory is 43.5 points. 

"They present a lot of challenges,” 
said linebacker James Darling, who 
leads the Cougars with 30 tackles. 
“They’ve got Heisman candidates in 
the backfieid and a big, fast offen- 
sive line." . , 

The Heisman contender who is 
gone is junior tailback Lawrence 
Phillips, who was suspended Sept.' 
10 following hirf arrest for hitting an 
ex-girlfriend. Coach Tom Osborne 
has soid Phillips could return by late 
October.

M.S. Catholics love pope, want; more Democratic church

Ip Tens of thousands of youths from 
^across the country flocked to Denver

1 bruting World Youth Day. The 
> Catechism of the Catholic Church 
designed by the pontiff to serve as a 
compendium of church teaching has 
sold millions of copies, and the 
pope’s own book — "Crossing the 
Tlircshold of Hope” — was a best 
seller. 

But if the pope is beloved person- 
alty, new research indicates that his 
vision of the church sharply con- 
trasts with the vision of American 
Catholics, and that the gulf has 
increased rather than diminished 
during his papacy. . 

In a Summer 1995 survey directed 
by Purdue University, only about 
four in 10 U.S. Catholics bom after 
1941 said it is important for people 
to obey the Catholic Church’s teach- 
ings even if they don’t understand 
them. 

And in a new book due out in 
December, four prominent Catholic 
researchers report that American 
Catholics from the most to the least 
committed, from old to young 
adults, desire a greater say in church 
afTaiis. 

In a 1993 Gallup survey, three- 
quarters of American Catholics said 
they should have a say in selecting 
parish priests, and six in 10 said they 
should have the right to participate 
in setting church policy on birth 
control, divorce and the ordination 
ofwomen. 

Less than a quarter of U.S. 
Catholics said churdh leaders alone 
should have the final moral authority 
on issues from sex outside of mar- ■ 
riage to divorce and remorriage. 
ITiat figure represented a substantial 
drop from a 1987 survey, when as 
many as 34 percent would occede 
final moral authority to the hierar- 
chy, according to the upcoming 
book ‘‘American Catholic Laity: 
Transforming the Church."

SALT LAKE CITY — The Mormon Church has issued a procla- 
mation calling for the presciyation of traditional marriage and famjly 
to avoid “calamities foretold by ancient and modem prophets.” 

President Gordon B. Hinckley rend the proclamation at the annual 
meeting of the Relief Society, the women’s organization of The 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints. 

Hinckley, revered as a prophet by the world’s 9 million Mormons, 
said God’s commandment to multiply and rcplcnish-the Earth 
“remains in force.” 

“Wc further declare that God has commanded that the sacred pow- 
ers of procreation arc to be employed only between man and woman, 

- lawfully wed as husband and wife," he said. 

Before reading the document to the women gathered in the historic 
Mormon Tabcmaclc/flihsklcy denounced samc-sex marriages. 

Hinckley also said that Mormon psychologists and therapists arc to 
be commended as healers. 

•He made this comment Thursday night at the semiannuol confer- 
ence of the Association of Mormon Counselors and Psychotherapists, 

• which presented the spiritual leader with its Distinguished Service to 
Humanity Award. ^ t • 

Hinckley said he receives a “constant stream of letters from people 
whose minds are not well," people with ''10,000 problems, it would 
seem." Among the letter-writers arc victims of abuse. 

“I wish with all my heart wc could root out the syndrome of abuse." 
he said. 

The 85-ycar-old Hinckley also said his most “onerous duty is cari- 
cellation of temple marriages when members divorce.

WASHINGTON — While the economy barely 
sw in the spring, the pace of expansion was, more 
}jd than previously believed. 

But expectations of a rebound were dampened by a 
big drop in the sales of new homes in August and a 
surprising dip in the Midwest’s economy. 

The Commerce Department said Friday the econo- 
my grew at a sluggish 1.3 percent annual rate in the 
second quarter of 1995, the slowest pace in more than 
two years. 

That was revised upward from a month-old estimate 
of l.l percent. Still, the government said, the slight 
dificrcnce does not alter the picture of an economy 
that slowed diamatically in the April-Junc period. 

The department also said sales of new homes fell 
9.6 percent in August, the biggest decline in six 
months, after soaring to a 1 6-month high in July. Sales 
were ofTin every region except the West. 

And in another sign of economic weakness, the 


Chicago Purchasing Management Association said its 
■ index of area economic activity dipped to 49.0 from 
49.3. A reading below 50 is considered a portent of 
slowCT growth. 

Also, a consumer confidence index published by the 
University of Michigan dropped sharply for Septem- 
ber, and the Labor Department said lower fuel costs 
pushed import and export prices down in August 
~ “Most of the numbers were weaker than expected,’* 
said Carl Palosh, chief economist of MCM Money- 
Watch, an investment firm in New York City. “But we ' 
still have an economy that is growing moderately. 1 
thifllTdonsumption and housing are the main cata- 
lysts.” 

Palash said the threat of hurricanes in the South 
could account for much of the drop in home sdes, and 
a truckers sti^e may have held down economic activi- 
ty in the Midwest. 

Analysts said most evidence still points to a solid re- 
covery in the thinJ quarter, which ends Saturday, and 
continued improvement the balance of the year.

Milken reportedly will earn $50 million 
if Turner/Time-Warner deal goes through 


NEW YORK (AP) — Despite be- 
ing banned for life from the securi- 
ties and investment-advisory busi- 
ness, Mictwl Milken is making the 
big bucks again for his deal-making 
savvy. 

Nearly three years after he finished 
serving time for securities violations, 
the disgraced king of junk bonds 
stands to reap a reported $50 million 
from helping advise Ted Turner in 
his negotiations to sell Turner Broad- 
casting System Inc. to Time Warner 
Inc. forS7.5 billion. 

' DeUiils of Milken's role were re- 
ported Friday in The Wall Street 
Journal. 

His compensation, contingent .on 
completion of the merger.’ opens the 
question of whether Milken acted as 
an investment adviser in violotlon of 
tho sanctions imposed by the Securi- 
ties and Exchange Commission in 
1990. 

The SEC declined to confirm or 
deny whether it was investigating 
Milken. 

“Here’s a guy with a lot of brains 
and a lot of skills and a lot of con- 
nections.. I think there was no way to 
keep him from exercising those with- 
in certain limits,” , said Alan 
Bromberg, a Southern Methodist 
University sccuritics-law professor. 
“The question here, of course, is

whether he’s crossed over those lim- 
its." 

The general criteria for being con- 
sidered an investment adviser are 
having 15 or more clients and identi- 
fying oneself to potential clients os 
an investment adviser, Bromberg 
said But he added that the definition 
is open to interpretation. 

Still, Bromberg said, T’m reason- 
ably sure that’s what (the SEC) had 


in mind — they didn’t want this guy 
influencing transactions." 

Milken did not return calls seeking^ 
comment. 

A spokesman, Kam Kuwatn, ac- 
knowledged a fee would be paid to 
Milken, but he would not specify the 
amount; saying it was still in discus- 
sion. He insisted Milken was solely a 
business consultant, didn’t negotiate 
the transaction and wasn't at meet- 
ings attended by other advisers. 

“He is a consultant to Turner on 
the long-range planning needs of 
Turner Broad^ting," Kuwata said. 

Kuwata would not say exactly 
^hat role Milken pla>[ed, and 
spokesmen for tho companies would, 
not cofiimenL 

Milken also gave advice on MCI 
Communication's investment in 
News Corp., although the size of his 
fee wasn't known. ' 

During the 1980s, Milken essen- 
tially created the market for junk 
bonds — high-yield, high-risk secu- 
rities that enabled companies to raise 
capital they couldn't otherwise ob- 
tain. In Milken’s heyday in the 
1980s, his annual camings reached 
$500 million. 

The former Drcxcl Burnham Lam- 
bert executive was brought down by 
charges he flouted securities laws in 
connection with Ivan Bocsky. 


Milken paid $1:1 billion in fm« 
and settlements qnd spent wo^an 
in prison. He remains one oftheThch- 
cst Americans,' with an Estimated 
worth of $500 million, according to 
Forb« magazine. • 

He spends much of his time 
nizing an afternoon education pro- 
grom and is pursuing ti ftxre for 
prostate cancer, Kuwata said. Milken 
himself is fighting the t^ccr, which 
Kuwata said is in remission. 

According to the Journal, one-fifth 
of Milken’s fee, or $10 million, will 
come from counseling Ted 'Tumw, 
who will pay the cost from his own 
pocket. The remainder will be picked 
up by Turner Broadcasting. . . 

Turner initially proposed paying 
Milken $100 million, but that. was 
squelched by Turner board member 
John Malone, chairman of Tele- 
communications Inc., the Journal 
said. TCI is the nation’s biggest c»- 
ble system operator and owns 2 1 per- . 
cent ofTumer. 

A TCI spokeswoman had no com-, 
ment and said Malone wos.not avail- 
able. 

Time Warner agreed last week to 
• pay about $7.5 billion in stock for 
Turner Broadcasting. The deal as- 
sures Time Warner that it will remain 
the biggest media and entertainment 
company in the world.
